2 The Tryal and Sufferings of 
ſon, and was told, that they muſt be exa- 
mined, to ſee if tlgre was nothing written 
againſt the Holy Faith of the Church of 
Rome. Knowing that there were no Books 
of Controverſy, Ithought I ſhould have em 
again. I went ſeveral times to the Clergy to 8 
| get them, and asked Advice of the Con- 
| ſul, and other Gentlemen, how I ſhould do . ü 
2 to get em. They telling me it was in vain 
1 to trouble my ſelf, for I ſhould never get 
| them, I gave over going to the Clergy, and 
loſt my Books. 
I had not been above two or three Months 
at Malaga, but I was accuſed, in the Biſhop's 
Court, of being a Few, and that my Name 
was Iſaac, and one of my Children Abra- 
ham. I, hearing of it, acquainted the Conſul, 
who bid me not to mind it; that the 1rifþ 
Papiſts had given that Information; and 
bid me keep no correſpondence with 'em, for 
they were a ſcandalous Sort of People. The 
Clergy made Inquiry of the Neighbours, 
and ſent for ſome that knew me, to know 
what they knew of me, whether I was a 
Jet or a Heretick, They all ſaid, that they 
thought I was a Heretic; that I had lived 
in Spain and Portugal before now; and 
knew that the ems were not permitted to 
live there upon Pain of being burnt, if

hey don't turn Roman Catholicks. I ſoon 
ound that 1 had Enemies; but did not 
nuch regard them: for Ithought it was not 
in their Power to do me any Harm, and 
that it was nothing but Envy that made

8. During four Years, that I was at Mala- 
aa, I and my Family were very much tor- 
WW mented by the Clergy and others, perſuad- 
ing us to change our Religion; and eſpeci- 
ally by an Jriſp Prieſt, who makes it his 
© Buſineſs to go from Houſe to Houſe to gain 
2X Converts, as he calls them. Finding that I 
could not be at reſt, I reſolved to diſpoſe-of 
& what I had, and to retire to England, where 
I might ſerve God, in the Exerciſe of my 
Religion, in Peace and Quietneſs, without 
being tormented to change it. I had no 
ſooner given out that I would diſpoſe of 
what I had and retire, but there was a great 
Noiſe that I,was to be taken up by the In- 
gquiſition; which 1 could not believe: but, 
ſome Days after, I found, to my Sorrow, 
that it was true. | 
About Nine a-Clock at Night, being a 
late Hour in thoſe Countries, People knock- 
ing at my Door, I ask'd them what they 
would have? Theyſaid, they wanted to come 
in. I defir'd them to come the next Morn-

| ing, for I did not open my Doors at ſuch an 
Hour. They anſwered, they would break 
them open; which, accordingly, they did, 
being about fifteen Prieſts, Familiars,aCom- 
miſſioner, and others belonging to the Inqui- 
ſition, in Arms; I ask d them what they 
wanted? They told me, they wanted the Ma- 
ſter of the Houſe; to which I replied, I am 
the Man, what do you want with me? who 
are you all? They anſwer'd, we belong to 
the Inquſition, take your Cloak, and come 
along with us. I was ſurprized at this, and 
ſaid, pray, Gentlemen, ſtay a little, that l may 
give notice to my Conſul: for Tam an Eng- 
lifh Man, and the Inquiſition has nothing 
to do with me. But they anſwered, your 
- Conſul has nothing to do in this Caſe ; 
come let us ſee if you have no Arms a- 
bout you. Where are your Beads? I ſaid, 
I am an Engliſh Proteſtant ; we carry no 
private Arms, nor make uſe of Beads. 
When they had ſearch'd me, and taken my 
Watch, Money, and other Things that! 
had in my Pockets, they carried me to the i 
Biſhop's Priſon, and put me in a Dungeon, 
with a Pair of Fetters on; forbidding the 
Priſoners, upon Pain of Excommunication, 
to have any Converſation with me, for I 
was

was a Heretick, and a very dangerous Man 
Jagainſt the Holy Faith. | . 
My Wife and Children fell a crying, to 
ſee ſo many Men in Arms carrying me 
away. But ſhe was forc'd to go and cry 
in the Neighbourhood ; for they turn'd her 
and her Children out of Doors, and kept 
the Houſe to themſelves five Days, till they 

had taken every Thing away: and then they 
return'd her the Key to go into her Houſe 
again, where ſhe found nothing but the 
bare Walls. 

Four _ after I had been in the Dun- 
geon, my Fetters were taken off, and I 
was examined by the Commiſſioner of the 
Inquiſition, who had taken me up. He 
asked me, whether l had any Effects beſides 
what was found in my Houſe # And whe- 
ther any Body ow'd me 72 Money? which 
he bid me tell him, and ſaid I muſt go to 
the Inquiſition at Granada. I begg'd of him 
to let me be examined at Malaga, and to 
tell me what I was taken up for? He told me 
that I ſhould hear that at Granada. Then 
I defired him, for God's Sake, to let me ſee 
my Wife and Children before I went; but 
he told me it could not be done. The next 
Morning, having two pair of Fetters on, I 
was mounted upon a Mule, and fo led

out of Town, the People crying out after 
me, go to Granada to be burnt, you are a 
Feu, you are an 1 70 Heretic, huzza- 
ing and making Scoff at me. Thus was I 
conducted out of Malaga, without having 
the Liberty to ſee my Family, or any room 
to believe that I ſhould ever fee them any 
more. : 
The Mule, that I was upon, was loaded, 
and my Fetters being very troubleſome to 
me, and hurting the Mule's Neck, ſhe threw 
me, and pitching upon a Point of a Rock, 
I almoſt broke. my Back:. inſomuch that I 
could not get up again,without Help. That 
Day we came to a Place call'd Velex-Ma- 
laga, where I had the good Fortune to meet 
with an Engliſb Merchant, a very worthy 
Gentleman, and a good Friend of mine, 
who was very ſorry to ſee me in this diſmal 
Condition. He ſent for a Surgeon to dreſs 
my Back, which was very much bruis'd, 
and told me that he would do me any Ser- 
vice that he could. I told him what had 
happen'd to me, and as he lived at Malaga, 
deſir d him to aſſiſt my Family, and to charge 
my Wife from me, not to change her Reli- 
gion; but to take care of the Children, 
and if ſhe found that I was a loſt Man, to 
retire to England. I deſird him to preſent 
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F y Service to all the Proteſtants that were 
Et Malaga, and to deſire the Conſul to 
rrite to Madrid to our Envoy, that he 
night know what had happen'd to me, 
Ind might demand me at the Court of Ma- 
V.id, as being an Engliſh Proteſtant, over 
hom the Inquiſition had no Power. My 
rriend told me that he would do what I de- 
IT fir'd of him, and that he believ'd they had 
given out that I was a Jew, only for a Pre- 
tence to take me up, in order to make 
me change my Religion. 
= I ask'd of the Carrier, that had me in 
Cuſtody, whether we could not get a Coach 
or Chaiſe to go to Granada, for my Back 
pain'd me very much upon the Mule: but 
he told me that a Horſe could hardly go 
the Road; that he was ſorry for my Pain; 
but, dead or alive, I muſt go to Granada 
with him, and be there at ſuch a Time: for 
' fo were his Orders and he muſt obey them. 
The next Morning, Mules being ready, my 
Friend gave me ſome Money and ſome Pro- 
viſions for the Road. I told him that he 
was the laſt Man of a Proteſtant that, may 
be, I ſhould ever ſce; for I did not know 
what would become of me; that I was a 
going into the Hands of the Enemies of the 
Proteſtant Faith; but hop'd that God would- 
give 
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give me Strength to ſtand to my Religion, 
and was reſolv'd ſo to do, let what will hap- 
pen. Then, embracing one another with 
Tears in our Eyes, we parted. 

It is ſeventy two Miles from Malaga to 
Granada. We were three Days in our Jour- 
ney, and I ſuffered very much from the Fall 
1 had received : but the Trouble of Mind, 
that I was in, was greater; for I was like 
one that does not know, whether he ſhall 
live or die, *till he has receiv'd his Sentence. 

When l arrived at Granada, the Carrier 
made me ſtay in an Inn, till ſuch times as 
it was almoſt dark: for they put no Body in 
the Inquiſition by Day- light. He ask'd me 
if I would not write to my Wife; which I 
did: but could perceive, by his Diſcourſe, 
that the Letter was to go to the Inquiſition, 
and my Wife never received it. When 
Night came, I was carried to the holy Of. 
fice of the Inquiſition, as they call it. The 
firſt Thing, the Goal Keeper did, was to take 
off my Fetters, which eaſed me very much. 
Then 1 was led up one pair of Stairs along 
ſome Galleries, where coming to a Door, the 
Goal Keeper open d it, and then open'd a 
grated Door, and led me into a Dungeon and 
remain'd with me till ſuch Times as the un- 
der Goal Keeper fetch'd a Lamp, and the

that the Carrier had brought, which was 
an old Bed, a few old caſt off Cloaths, a 
Box full of Books.

there; that i ſhould have them all again when 
I went out. After that he asked me if L had 
no private Arms, nor no Money Rid about 
me?

Comfort in ſpeaking to them. They were 
both 27 civil in their Ways; but eſpeci- 
ally Don Fernando, who told me, he had 
been a Paſſenger aboard an Engliſh Ship, 
and the Captain was very civil to him; and 
that he loved the Engliſo very well; that 
he would do me all the Service that he 
could; bidding me to take Patience; that

The Inquiſition is like a Palace, till you 
open the Doors of the Dungeons; and then 
it looks very diſmal. It is built much in 
the ſame Manner as a Convent, with Gal- 
leries all round it. There are Dungeons 
on the ground Floor, up one pair of Stairs, 
and up two pait of Stairs, all in the ſame 
Nature. They are about fifteen Foot long, 


and ten in Breadth; two Doors to each 


Dungeon, well bolted, and well lock'd ; 
Light enough to ſee to read, in ſome Parts 
where the Light gives. There are three 
Lords Inquifitors; but there is but one that 
examines at an Audience. They have their 
Apartments in the Inquiſition. There are 
five Secretaries, two Goal-Keepers, which 
receive Salary from the King. The King 
names the Inquiſitors, and the Pope confirms 

| 1 them, 
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fecond it ſmelt, and the third it ſtunk; and 


them. Don Baltazar, the under Goal- 
Keeper, told me, there were about a hundred 
Dungeons, and each Perſon 1s in one by 
himſelf. The Priſoners are let out but one 
at a Time, to fetch their Allowance or to 
throw out their Dirt, which is twice a Week | 
each, and then they are lock d up. Every | 
Priſoner is allow'd five Pence half penny a 
Day, Engliſh Coin, for all Neceſſaries. The 
Goal-Keeper comes and asks you twice 2 
Week, what you will have to eat, or to drink, 
as far as it would go. I was allow'd between 
four and five-Pound of Bread a Week; two 
Pound and a Quarter of Meat, which l uſed | 
to make fix Boilings of, and on a Friday, 
boil'd ſome Bread with a little Oil, and 
Greens together, for my Dinner. I was 
beſt provided with Wine; for I had about 
{ix Pints of our Meaſure, per Week. Greens, 
I had Plenty, to put in my Pot. I had at 
Breakfaſt, a Piece of Bread, as big as a cou- 
ple of Eggs, a Glaſs of Wine, and a Glaſs Þ 
of Water mix'd together, and at Supper 
the ſame; but at Dinner, 1 had always my i 
{ix Ounces of Meat, (except Fridays) and 2 | 
great deal of Greens boil'd along with it; 
ſo that my Belly was pretty full at Dinner. 
The firſt Day my Meat was ſweet; but the 
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was green in Summer Time; but I uſed to 
eat it, having Nothing elſe. At firſt, 1 
thought it very hard to be reduced to ſuch 
an Allowance, having lived in Plenty; but 
ſometimes after, I was uſed to it; but grew 
very lean, tho'I thank God, I enjoy'd my 
Health, almoſt all the Time I was there. 

The Inquiſitors are reſpeded by every Bo- 


dy; but more for fear, than for love. They 


all keep their Coaches. I asked Don Fer- 
nando one Day, if the Priſoners were kept 
long there; for J had heard, that they were 
kept ſometimes ten Years; to which he an- 
ſwered, Ten is nothing, for ſometimes they 


are kept twenty and thirty Years, and ſome- 
times three or four, before they are exa- 


mined, Hearing theſe Words, I was trou- 
bled very much; ſo that I was afraid to ask 
him any thing elſe at that Time. The Pri- 
ſoners are allow'd earthen Plates, and Pip- 
kins, and an earthen Stow, to light fire in; 
Pitchers to hold Water, three Baskets to put 
their Bread and Neceſſaries in, a wooden 
Spoon, a Broom, and a Baſon to do what 
one has Occaſion in. There are no Shelves 
nor Tables allow'd, nor any thing to fit up- 
on but ſome Boards, that are faſten'd in 
the Wall, which your Bed is upon. You are 
4 nor Fork; ſo that they

are 
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are obliged to part their Meat with their 
Teeth, and Fingers, as well as they can. 1 
had heard, a many Ycars before J was ta- 
ken up, that they gave Meat without Bones 
to the Priſoners that were in the Inqui/+- 
tion; but to my Sorrow, when 1 came 
there, I found the contrary : For ſometimes il 
out of fix Ounces, I believe I had but three 
or four of Meat. The Priſoners are not 
allow'd Books, Pen, Ink, nor Paper; and i 
if they are there never ſo many Years, they 
can never hear from their Family, or Rela. 
tions. They are not allow'd to hear Ser- 
mons, or Maſs, nor to take the Sacrament, 
and if they pray, it muſt be ſo ſoftly, that 
no Body can hear them, upon Pain of be- 
ing chaſtiſed. | | 
I was one Day ſinging to my ſelf very 
ſoftly, thinking no Body heard me, the fixth | 
Pſalm, which was _ a propos for the 
Condition I was in; but Don Fernand 
came and threatened me, and bid me hold 
my Tongue, I asked his Pardon, and I | 
found out afterwards, that they walk'd 
ſoftly, to hear if the Priſoners made any 


| Noiſe, or ſpoke one to another. They are 


ſo ſecret in their Ways, that ſeveral Friends 
and Relations may be in the ſame Inqui// 
tion, and not know of it, if 
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f aPerſon dies there, he is buried with- 
out any Ceremony ; but he is allowed to 
confeſs to a Prieſt before he dies; If after he 
is dead, he is found guilty, his Bones are 
brought in a Box to be burnt, when the 
Auto de Fe, which is to ſay, the Act of 
Faith, is celebrated, when they deliver 
People out of the Inquiſition, to receive the 
Puniſhment, to which they have been con- 
demn'd, guilty, or not. The Priſoners are 
not to know their Accuſers, nor what they 
are accuſed of; they muſt guels it, and ac- 
cuſe themſelves; and if they do not, they 
torture them to make them confeſs, and 
by theſe Violences many are made to con- 
feſs things, that they were never guilty of, 
in order to confiſcate what they are worth 
in the World, which they take care to have 
in their own Hands : For when they ſeize 
a Perſon, they ſeize all that he has. His Fa- 
mily may ſtarve, they don't mind that. And 
if the Perſon ſhould complain, after the 
haye made him take the Oath to keep the 
Secret, and not to diſcover what has been 
done to him, during the Time he was in the 
Inquiſition ;, if they find it out, and retake 
him, he is burnt, or ſent to the Gallies, 
without Remiſſion; for having complain'd 
againſt the Inqui/itzon, after he had confeſs d 
he 
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he was guilty; ſo that People to ſave their 
Lives, very often confeſs what they are not 
guilty of; and when they have got out of 
their Hands, tho' they have ſuffer'd the Tor. 
ture, and loſt what they had, are obliged 
to ſay, that the holy Inquiſition is Fuſt ; 
for Fear of being retaken. Thus it hap- 
ys very often, that People are accuſed of 
elng Fews, who were very good Chriſti 
ans, and, by being tortured, confeſs they 
are Jeu, tho they never were; and by 
confeſſing, they fave their Lives, tho' they 
looſe what they are worth in the World. 
Others, rather than to deny Chriſt their 
Saviour, chuſe to ſuffer Death. There have 
been frequent Inſtances of Perſons, who 
have declared, at the Place of Execution, | 
that they died Chriſtians, and never were 
ews, and hop'd that Chriſt would have 
ercy on them; for they choſe rather to 
die, than to deny the Chriſtian Faith. 
But when any Perſon dies in the Roman | 
Faith, he has the Benefit of being ſtrangled, | 
before he is put in the Flames. 5 
I could entertain you with a great many | 
ſuch Examples, which I have heard from | 
Roman Catholicks themſelves, who com- 
plain of that Way of Juſtice ; but durſt not 
ſpeak 1t publickly, for Fear of being taken 


up. 
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up. It is certain, that there is not ſuch a 
Court in the World, nor any that takes ſuch 
Titles, as they do; for they call themſelves 
the Holy Tribunal of the Inquiſition, the Holy 
Houſe, and the Holy Office, and do what 
they pleaſe under the Name of Juſtice; and 
People are obliged to ſpeak well of it, and 
to ſay, that they are infallible, tho' a great 
many in their Hearts believe the contrary, 
and know by woetul Experience, that their 
Families and themſelves have been ruined 
by them, but durſt not complain; for there 
are ſo many Familiars belonging to them, 
that give them an Account of what the 
hear ſay, that People are forc'd to keep Si- 
lence. 

The Word Familiar means properly a 
Spy, or Informer, that gives an Account to 
the Inquiſition, of whatthey hear, and what 
they ſee. It is a Place of Honour, but of 
little Benefit, but in one thing, that is, if 
they owe Money, no Body dares to touch 
„them. There are of all Sorts of them, from 
a Duke to a Tradeſman; and when the 
y I 1nquifition has a Mind to take up any Body, 
they give them Orders to do it, and they can 
- command who they pleaſe to aſliſt them, 
tand no Body dares refuſe, upon Pain of 


. being 
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being taken up themſelves ;. ſo great is the 
Power of the Inquiſition. 

I asked Don Fernando one Day, how 
many Familiars he thought might belong 
to the Inqui/ition of Granada? He told me, 
he could not very tell, but he believ'd 
there might be about a Thouſand in all, 
beſides Commiſſioners, and Secretaries, 
which are in leſs Number, but ſpred all 
over the Country, as well as Familiars. 

There are ſeveral Inquiſitions in Spain; 
but the chief is at Madrid, and by what I 
could learn by Don Fernando, they all give 
an Account, in ſome Meaſure, of what they 
do, to the Inquiſition of Madrid. I asked 
Don Fernando another Time whether they 
put People of Quality in the Inquiſition? 
He told me, that rhe King was ſubje& to 
it, and that the Inquiſition was above him, 
and that there was a Biſhop 1n, a little while 
ago. I asked him for what? He told me, that 
he had committed ſome Errors in the Holy 
Faith. I was allow'd a Lawyer, to defend | 
my Cauſe; but he was not allow'd to ſpeak I 
to me, nor 1 to him. 50 | 

The Holy Tribunal, as they call it, is al- 
moſt as large as our Houſe of Parliament, 
where the Lords ſit; very finely adorn'd 
with Pictures. There is alſo a fine * 
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the Throne is garniſned with red Velvet, 
There are three very ſine arm'd Chairs, 
where the Inquiſitors fit; behind them 
there is a large Crucifix, embroidercd with 
Gold; at the Right-hand of it, is the triple 
Crown, and the Croſs Keys under it; and . 
at the Left-hand a naked Sword, and the 
King's Arms under it, all finely embroider'd 
upon red Velvet, with Gold, and Silver. 
The Table is alſo covered with red Velvet 
with a Crucifix upon it, about two Foot 
high, of Gold or Silver gilded; the Secre- 


tary fits at the End of the Table, and the 


Priſoner fronting the two Crucifixes, and 
my Lord. Thete is a large Silvet Standiffi 


and ſome Silver Bells upon the Table, to 


call the Secretaries, or the Goal- Keepers; 


for there muſt no Voices be heard. 


The Holy Office, as they call it, feems to 


have been invented to keep the People in 


Ignorance, and in Fear; which they do ſo 
effeQually, that no Body durſt keep a Bible, 
of a Teſtament in their Houfe. 1 knew a 


Gentleman, a Roman Catholick, who liv'd 
at Malaga, that had ſent his Son into Eng- 
land for Education; who, coming over a- 


gain, brought one of our common Prayer 
Books tranflated into Spaniſh. An Triſ

threatened to put him in the Inqui/ition, for 
keeping ſuch a Book; took it away from 
him, and burnt it. I could rehearſe a great 
many ſuch things, which I know to. have

could ſee a Bible or a Teſtament, printed 


in Spaniſh or Portugueze ; for the Printers 
durſt not print them. God continue to us 
the Light of his Goſpel, and deliver us from 


ſuch Juſtice as is practis d there. For I am 
very ſure, that they invented things againſt 

me, that I never was accuſed of but by

About a Fortnight after, Don Fernando 
and Don Balta zar, the two Goal - Keepers, 
came and told me, that! muſt remaye, and 
go to another Dungeon. I begg'd of them to 
let me remain where I was; but it ſignified 
nothing; for they told me, the Lords had 
given them Orders. When Icame to my new 
Dungeon, I thought my ſelf better, than 
where J had been; for I had more Light, 
and could hear ſome Dogs bark, and Cocks 
crow, which was a great Satisfaction to me, 
in my diſmal Solitude; and I did not hear 
thoſe bitter Groans and Cries of Priſoners, 
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as I us'd to do ſometimes; which terrifi- - 
ed me very much. What they did to them, 
God knows; but I believe, they gave them 
the Torture; for it is frequent in that ho- 
ly Place, as they call it. Women with 
ſucking Children I could often hear cry 
and lament. But I had not been there a- 
bove three or four Days, but I wiſhed my 


ſelf in my old Dungeon; for I was ſo tor- 


mented with Bg, that I could not. fleep 
at Nights; ſo that I ſlept in the Day, as well 
as T-could. I complain'd to Don Fernando; 


but he told me, he could not help me; and 


that I muſt have Patience. Sometime after, 
Don Baltazar came, and bid me empty a Ba- 
ſon of the Priſoners, which I refus'd, and 
we had high Words about it: But Don Fer- 
nando came, and told me, that I muſt do it; 
and that if the King was there, he ſhould 
do it. I made no Reſiſtance; for I found 
it was in vain, and that 1t was to plague 
me, that they had moved me from my Dun- 
geon; and then to make me empty Baſons 
for others.

Coming to a Place, where there are Gaggs, 
that they gagg the Priſoners with, when 
they torture them, to prevent their making

anſwered, muſt I pull off my Cloaths? Yes, 
aid one, pull off your Cloaths. 
And as I was a pulling them off, I heard 
other ſay, keep your Coat, and your 
Waſt-coat on, put down your Breeches, and 
Il out your Member; which accordingly 
did, and they took hold of it, and was 
wice examined by ſeveral Examiners; for 
could hear ſeveral Voices, but could ſee 
no Body.

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About x Month after, one Sunday Morn- 
ing, Don Fernando told me, that I muſt 
t my ſelf ready; for I muſt go out of 
Goal, and return to my Family. Perceiving 
that he ſmil d, I thought he jeſted, and de- 
ſir d him not to jear me in my Afflict ions; 
but ſpeaking ſeriouſſy to me, he told me, 
that the Barber would come preſently, and 
that I muſt appeat before the Lords, and a 
great many Gentlemen. 222 
I cant expreſs tlie Joy I was in to hear 
ſuch News. I fell a trembling and weep- 
ing for Joy; ſo that for a while, I could 
not put on my Cloaths; but recovering a 
little, I dreſs'd my ſelf, as well as I could 
and gave God hearty Thanks, that it had 
pleaſed him to hear my Prayers.

At the ſame Time, a 
Rope was put about my Neck, which ſur- 
priſed me very much.
